House, Concord, in the Wild Life Room on January 9, 1963 at 
2:00 P.M. 


Clerk Guy Fortier called the meeting to order and stated the 
purpose of this meeting was to organize. 


A quorum being present, Guy Fortier asked for nominations 
for a Chairman pro tem. Frank Sheridan moved for the nomina- 
tion of Ada Taylor as Chairman pro tem. This motion was 
seconded by Edgar Roy. There being no further nominations, 
George Graham moved that the Clerk cast one ballot in favor 
of Ada Taylor to serve as Chairman Pro Tem. This motion was 
seconded by Romeo Desilets and carried. 


Chairman Taylor took over and asked Guy Fortier to call 
the roll. | 


The following members were present at this meeting: Leon 
Dubey, Guy Fortier, Edgar Roy, Romeo Desilets, Frank Sheri-

Chairman Fortier offered the following names as members of 
the Executive Committee: Harry Marsh, Ada Taylor, Natalie 
Porter, Frank Sheridan, Arthur Bouchard, Bert Stinson, 
Rebecca Gagnon, and Romeo Desilets. 


Arthur Bouchard moved that this meeting be adjourned. This 
was seconded by Edgar Roy and the meeting adjourned at 2: SO 
P.M.

The various increases in spending requested were explained 
by the two County Commissioners and also discussed by those 
present. 


After all had been heard that wished to be heard on the pro- 
posed Budget, the hearing was declared closed at 3:30 P.M.

The Finance Committee of the Coos County Delegation held a 
meeting at the Berlin Court House, March 16, 1963, at 2 P.M. 
The meeting was called to order by Chairman Guy Fortier. 
Present at the meeting were: Vice Chairman George W. W. 
Graham, Arthur A. Bouchard, Frank H. Sheridan, Rebecca A. 
Gagnon, Ada C. Taylor, Romeo A. Desilets, Bert Stinson, Natalie 
M. Potter. County Commissioners Rene Bergeron, Dana Lee and 
Norman Brungot were also present. 


The purpose of the meeting was to review the fourth quarter 
expenditures of the County Commissioners and to discuss the 
budget for 1963. 


Chairman Fortier questioned the overdraft on the medical 
examiners. It was explained this depended upon the number of 
cases handled by the Court. The Commissioners explained other 
overdrafts. Mr. Sheridan suggested that a better breakdown of 
the total figures on the County Farm be made so that it might 
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be determined more clearly what charges really belong to the 
different departments. The Pornispionens agreed to. the sugges- 
tion. 


Mrs. Taylor stated she had seen Mr. Fanits ‘Barry of the 
- Health and Welfare Department and learned that Mr.: Duane 
Keeler of Concord, associated with the Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
Insurance plan, would come to the County Farm and help estab- 
lish a uniform accounting system without charge. If this system 
were established, the County could receive more payment from 
the State for its welfare patients. Mrs. Taylor contacted Mr. 
- Keeler and was advised that he could work for the County 
. between now and September. Mr. Sheridan suggested that the 
Commissioners look into this matter and Mr. Bergeron assured 
us that it would be done. 


Mrs. Potter moved that the expenditures of the fourth quarter 
be accepted as read, seconded by Guy Fortier. The motion \ was 
carried. 


Mr. Sheridan moved the meeting adjourn, seconded by Mrs. 
Gagnon. The motion was carried.

The Coos County delegation held its annual meeting at the 
County Farm, West Stewartstown, March 30, 1963. The meeting 
was called to order by Chairman Guy Fortier at 11 A.M. 


The following members were present: Chairman Guy Fortier, 
Vice-Chairman George Graham, Leon Duby, Romeo Desilets, 
Frank Sheridan, Basil Connolly, Raymond Dumont, Fay Vashaw, 
Arthur Bouchard, Jennie Fontaine, Rebecca Gagnon, Harry 
Marsh, Frank Nash, George Keough, Paul Thayer, Lloyd Sher- 
man, Ralph Shute, Edna Fogg, Walter Bushey, Natalie Potter, 
Darwin Brooks, Bert Stinson, Ada Taylor. Delegates present 
were: Ovila Ledoux, William Emerson, Mark Rix, John 
Travers, Lawrence Philbrook, Florence Gould. Commissioners 
Rene Bergeron, Dana Lee and Norman Brungot were also 
present. Mr. Jack Sullivan of Berlin and Mr. Lloyd Fogg of 
Milan were guests. 


Reading in full of the proposed budget was dispensed with 
but was fully discussed. George Keough moved that all items 
under the headings of general government and superior court 
be approved as these items were standard and the move would 
save time. The motion was seconded by Ada Taylor and was 
carried. 
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Items under the heading of public welfare were discussed. 
Mr. Vashaw inquired why there was an increase of $11,000 
under the county farm. Commissioner Brungot explained fully 
_ that this was due to increase in pay to all help and included 
Social Security. He also explained the same was true of the 
increase under the heading of the county jail. Mr. Brungot said 
they employed three turnkeys and would like to hire a fourth 
man. Mr. Vashaw inquired if the men had vacations and was 
answered in the affirmative. The increase under the county 
hospital was explained as being due to an increase in salaries. 
Items of poor off farm and old age were approved without dis- 
cussion. Mr. Brungot explained that an increase in board and 
care of children had become necessary because of the case load 
and was a county responsibility. Items of soldiers’ aid, welfare 
administration, interest loans and service charge were approved 
with minor discussion. Mr. Keough moved that all items under 
the heading of public welfare be approved, seconded by Mr. 
Emerson and the motion was carried. 


Under the heading of new construction and equipment Mr. 
Vashaw inquired what were the findings of the special com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the conditions of the Lancaster 
court house. Mr. Fortier read the following report: 


“February 2, 1963. The special committee appointed by Chair- 
man Fortier at a meeting on January 29th at the state house, 
Concord, to investigate conditions and the need for repairs at 
Lancaster court house did meet at Lancaster court house on 
February 2, 1963. It was found that there was a need for some 
repairs. A new roof or repairs to roof is badly needed. The 
committee recommends that the roof should be renewed or 
repaired this year. This should be given priority over all other 
repairs. Other needed repairs should be taken care of as soon 
as possible after roof is repaired or rebuilt.” Signed: Guy J. 
Fortier, George W. W. Graham, H. W. Marsh, L. T. Dubey. 


Commissioner Lee stated that they did not need a complete 
new roof but there was a great need for toilets and painting. 
Mr. Vashaw inquired if a complete new roof would be installed 
and was told no, only one-half was needed. Commissioner Ber- 
geron explained that the $2,000 in the budget was to get new 
toilets and decorating the interior of the building but they 
could use some of this money on the roof. Mr. Sheridan inquired 
of the Commissioners whether they needed the inside work or 
the repair of the roof first. Where did they want the work done. 
Mr. Brungot said that only half a roof was needed, not a patch 
job. He stated that the: budget had been made: out. before, the 
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committee investigated and if the delegation wish a new roof 
first, then more money would have to be appropriated. Mr. Sheri- 
dan asked how much and Mr. Lee replied $2,000. Mr. Vashaw 
inquired whether or not the roof should be fixed first and Mr. 
Fortier replied it should. Mrs. Gould inquired if the sum of. 
$1,000 would be sufficient to do the needed inside work and Mr. 
Bergeron replied no. Mr. Sherman inquired why $3,850 was spent 
last year and Mr. Bergeron replied it had been spent on the vault. 
Mr. Keough moved that $2,000 be approved plus an additional 
$2,000 to be used at the discretion of the commissioners and 
the executive committee, earmarked for the roof if necessary. 
It was seconded by Mr. Sheridan and the motion was carried. 


Item of storm windows for the county farm was approved. 


Mr. Brungot explained the request for a maximum security 
room at the jail. He said all jails elsewhere had them and that 
the doctors have asked for this. It is essential to have some- 
where to put the unmanageables when they come in so others 
will not be endangered. Mr. Sherman said this should be allowed 
and moved the item be adopted. Mr. Sheridan seconded the 
motion and it was carried. 


Discussion ensued about the lack of an appropriation for the 
sheriff’s department. Mr. Vashaw suggested an investigation be 
made concerning money here for he felt there was a misunder- 
standing about radios. Mr. Keough moved we appropriate $1,000 
pertaining to the sheriff’s department restricting it to radio 
purchases at the discretion of the finance committee and if not 
used should lapse into the general funds of the county. Seconded 
by Mr. Vashaw and the motion was carried. 


Mr. Keough moved that the items be passed as accepted with 
the amendments pertaining to the court house and sheriff’s 
department. The motion was seconded by Mr. Sherman and was 
carried. 


Mr. Clarence Marshall explained the $2,000 increase in the 
county extension service was for Rural Area Development only 
and that no salary increases were asked. Mr. Keough moved we 
accept his recommendation and it was seconded by Mr. Gould. 
Dwight Styles of the county extension office said he hoped we 
would appropriate $1,000 for the completion of the overall 
economic development plan. Mr. Keough moved that the sum 
of $22,628 be raised to $23,628 for the extension service. Mrs. 
Taylor seconded the motion and it was carried. Mr. Keough 
moved that all items under the heading of all other payments, 
subject to amendments, be accepted. Mr. Sherman seconded the 
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motion and it was carried. Mr. Sheridan requested that he be 
recorded against the amount of $9,000 under retirement and 
Social Security. He wanted that figure to read $8,500 instead. 


Discussion ensued regarding the increasing of the rate of 
mileage allowed. Mr. Keough moved that such an increase be left 
to the discretion of the finance committee. Mr. Sherman seconded 
the motion and it was carried. 


Mr. Bouchard moved that the budget be accepted with amend- 
ments, seconded by Mr. Vashaw and it carried. 


Mr. Emerson moved that the county commissioners be 
authorized to raise the amount of $354,471.90 by direct taxation. 
It was seconded by Mr. Sheridan and the motion was carried. 


Upon motion of Mr. Vashaw, seconded by Mr. Sherman, the 
meeting adjourned at 1 P.M.

Frank Sheridan made a motion the mileage be raised from 
eight cents to ten cents a mile.

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A discussion was held on this list of proposed districts. Ada 
Taylor stated she did not realize the sub-committee had decided 
on this list and further stated she did not think it was good. 
Basil Connelly and Ada Taylor stated they do not think it is a 
good thing to have this re-districting done, both in favor of 
leaving them as they are now. Frank Sheridan spoke saying he 
thinks the way the districts are now is way out, as District 2 
and 3 together against the Ist district is outrageous. He sug- 
gested putting Ward 3 of Berlin in District 3 and then the 
three districts would be more evenly divided. This suggestion 
was discussed at length. Mrs. Potter asked if the Delegates 
would go along and put this on a referendum. Delegates didn’t 
like this idea, as Mr. Keough stated we are the representatives 
and we should do our job, not throw it back to the people. Mr. 
Keough suggested putting Northumberland in District 3, he 
stated the way it is now is illegal. Mr. Keough made a motion 
to have bill amended, placing Northumberland in District 3 and 
pass bill. This motion was seconded by Lloyd G. Sherman. On 
this nyotion the Chair asked for a Roll Call. In favor of the 
motion were — Basil Connolly, Harry Marsh, Frank Nash, 
George Keough, Lloyd Sherman, Ralph Shute, Edna Fogg, Mary 
Arsenault, Darwin Brooks, Bert Stinson and Ada Taylor.

2 — Referendum. On the ballots for the several voting pre- 
cincts in Coos County for the biennial election to be held in 
1964, there shall be printed the following questions: “Shall the 
county Commissioners districts in Coos County be as defined in 
an Act relating to County Commissioners districts for the 
county of Coos as enacted by the 1963 session of the General 
Court,” which question shall be followed by printed boxes in 
which the voter may indicate “yes” or “no”. If upon the canvass 
of the votes cast at said election with respect to said question, 
it shall appear that a majority of the persons voting thereon 
shall have voted in the affirmative, then the County Commis- 
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sioners districts for Coos County shall be as provided in section 
1, and the nomination and election of County Commissioners at 
the biennial election in 1966 shall be in accordance therewith. 


Further amend said bill by renumbering section 2 to read 
section 3. 


Ada Taylor asked Chairman Fortier, if the sub-committee 
recommended this amendment, Chairman Fortier stated he did 
believe the committee decided that the County be redistricted.

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Three members from the Rural Area Development Committee 
were present. 

Chairman Fortier recognized these R.A.D. members, as the 
first business of the meeting. Mr. Lawrence Philbrook of Shel- 
burne, Mr. Dwight Stiles, Lancaster, and Miss Mary L. Han- 
cock of Concord, N. H. They all spoke on the work of the R.A.D.

The Exten- 
sion Service Agent, Mr. Dwight Stiles, said that his budget will 
have a $1,000 balance at end of year and this money could be 
used for this purpose if the Delegation voted in favor of this 
motion and then it would only require an appropriation of 
$6,000 from the Coos County Delegation. This subject will be 
referred to the Delegation for consideration on 1964 budget, 
next year. 

Recess was called at 12:15 p.m. After the luncheon period 
Delegation went back into executive session. County Commis- 
sioners reported on new bookkeeping system, it was explained 
and accepted. 


Then County Commissioners reported on the defects in the 
heating system of the County home and jail, and explained that 
it was in need of immediate repair.

To the Citizens of Coos County: 


Complying with the Laws of the State of New Hampshire, the 
Commissioners of Coos County present their annual report for 
the year ending December 31, 1963. 


As we review the results of 1963, we feel considerable has 
been accomplished. Soon after the year started we were averse 
to accept the resignation of Edgar O. Ellingwood as Superinten- 
dent and Esther Ellingwood as Matron at West Stewartstown, 
County Farm. We wish them well in their retirement. We were 
very fortunate in replacing them with Erwin S. Lurvey and 
Ileda R. Lurvey; who had previously served in this capacity. 


We were able to have the hospital re-certified and after a 
loss of one and one half years again admit surgical patients. 
This will bring additional revenue in 1964. 


During this past year, the resignations of our Bookkeepers, 
Miss Katie Gillis and Miss Irene Duval and our Welfare Worker 
Mrs. Ruth Brown were reluctantly accepted. Again, we were 
successful in replacing these fine personnel with Mrs. Eileen 
MacDonald, Mrs. Sue Trottier, Mrs. Leona Lamontagne. 


We have solved a long standing problem of bookkeeping at the 
County Farm, under a Blue Cross system we have an instant, 
clearer picture of operating cost and revenues in the different 
departments. 


A long past due raise was granted all County employees. 


The disposal of Surplus Food has greatly expanded and we 
make full use of all Government food. 


Increasing costs over the years has held back much needed 
improvements and repairs to our real estate. We have now 
started a program with combination storm windows at the 
farm; the Lancaster Court House shingled and the interior 
painted and repaired. 
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The Relief load is higher due to unemployment in Berlin and 
unless business improves we are apprehensive that this situa- 
tion will improve. 


We pledge to do all in our power to hold expenses to a 
minimum and to be conscious of the taxpayers’ dollar. 


We wish to thank all the County personnel and the Finance 
Delegation for their co-operation this past year.

There are perhaps twenty Reciprocal Support Peti- 
tions on file at this office for the year 1963, which have not yet 
been prosecuted due to the difficulties of finding individuals who 
have deserted their family and their children and left the State 
of New Hampshire for parts unknown. 


5) Investigations 


This has been an extremely busy year for your County Attor- 
ney in the field of investigation of crime or alleged crime. 
Included in these numerous investigation activities were those 
involving the shotgun slaying of Clair Walker of Stark, N. H., 
an attempted rape in Whitefield, numerous burglary cases and 
more and more investigation of Juvenile crimes ranging from 
petty misdemeanors to extremely serious felonies. 


As the first year of my second term as your County Attorney 
ends, I wish to thank all our local, County and State Officers 
that so ably aided me in the detection and prosecution of 
crimes. And specifically am I proud of our Berlin Police Force 
which has under its new Police Chief fully earned the recogni- 
tion as one of the better Police Forces in the State. Berlin can 
and should be very proud of them.
